WRETCHED INHUMANITY.

Help was tardily sent for and tardily arrived,
Buperintendent Toucey seems to have tried w
do his duty, bul disorganization and *“‘confu-
elon worse confounded” reigned. Al the storles

reviously told of the inhumanity displayed are

n part true. This Is partly chargeabls upon

the railroad labogers, but more &0 upon the

fiends who swarmed like wultures around
the bodies, robbed them, broke open
trunks, rifled them ol thelr contents, read

letters found upon the bodies with jeers, aad
Indulged in varions vulgar deviltries., There
was no control exercised over thwem until Mr,
Chbarles Bullock, the Cold Spring station agent,
drew his revolver and drove them away, Mr.
H. G. Eastman, of Poughkeepsie. also rendered
valuable services in enforcing order. These and
other gentlemen deserve eredit for their
deeds. They labored up to thelr kopeesin the
water and oll, takiog out the bodies and caring
for the property.
CONDITION OF TRE BODIESR,

They etate that the roofs of the two first
eleeping-curs were entirely blown off by the
explosion, and the bodles for the most part wera
found floating upon the earface of the water,
face downward, their elothing belne satnrated
with kerosene, ns was the monev, jewelry, aud
papers found ontheir persons, All were elegantly
dreesed, one lady wearing.coatly dimmond rings,
wateh chain, ete. Bome of their limbs were
burnped to the bone; other parts we re parboiled.
Their faces were swollen but aot distorted, aud
indicated that one or two gasps of saffoca-
tion ended the death agony. The oll had given
a saffron tinge to some parts of the skin, and
the eyelashes and whiskers of the men were in
some cases hurnt off close. Nearly all retained
their hair. But one, a lady, had her face de-
stroyed.

APPEARANCE OF THE RUINS —THE NEW BRIDGE,

The appearance of ihe ruins s desolate in the
exitreme. The new bridge is nearly in order to
run a train over, nnd all the energies and sym-
patbies of the railroad company seem given ap
to that work, rather than to the task of searching
for the lost bodies. Rails and iron-work from the
wreck, warped by the Intense heat, car-wheels,
half-consumed trunks, and the charred ends ot
timbers are pllied in confuslon in the ghastly
creek. A strong odor of kerosene pervades the
air, and the enow-clad ice 18 molst with the oil.
Throngs of country people surround the place,
with countenances overspread with consterna-
tion. And, singnlar to relate, merrv sleighing
parties are made up to visit the dreadful spec-
tacle.

DPR. NANCREDE,

Dr. Bamuel J. G. Nancrede, who lost his life
by the disaster, was a native of Philadelphia,
gon of the late eminent physician, Dr. Joseph
;. Nancrede, and gravdson of the old naval
hero, Commodore Truxtom, Dr. Nancrode re-

celved both his eclassical and g medical
edocation at the University of Peonsyl-
vania, He took Lis medical degree in

1851, but having Iinherlted o sullicleney of
worldly goods, and being of a delieate physical
conetitution, he has never practised his pro-
fesglow, though, since his residence in this
city be bas acted ns medical examiner to one
of our life insurance companies. He was well
koown, and much esteemed in the higher
walks of soeial life in his native city, and
much beloved by a large circle of personal
friends who deeply deplore his untlmely
erd., He has resided in the city for the
Jast two or three vears, during which Ums he
has been a great safferer from the gont, for the
relief of which most distressing malady he has
made two or three visita to the famous waters
of 8t. Catharines, Uanada, whither be was bound
in rearch of health when the destroyer overtonk
kim. He leaves a wife and son ten yearsof age,
to whom he was most tenderly attached, and
whoee grief at their dreadful loss cannot be
mensured.

ATTEMPTED WHOLESALE MURDER.

A Ceolored Assnssin Ceancenls Himself at n
Church Deor and Firew n Dozen Shois late
the Hetiring Usnaregntion.

et evering, In the quiet little suburban Lo ¥n
of Grevnwood, adjoining Locklaud, there was
enacted a bloody sensation which disturbed its
usual cquanimity. A colored man by the name
of Robinson, who hns on two former occasions
been concernad In very serious affulrs, one of
which wae the killlng of a man abhout wyear and
a half ngo, was the principal ageressor (n this
terrible afinlr,

It appears that Robinson, like “Othello," had
been sillicted with the pangs ol jealousy for
some thwe past. He felt that notbing would
eatiefly him in his then moody and revengefal
disposition but blood, and with that object In
view armued bimself with two revolvers and a
carbine nnd slarted on his bloody aud treache-
rous misclon shorily afier nightfall, Arriving
near the eolored Metbodist ebureh in Green-
wood, he statloned bimself where he could
obtain a good view of the front door,

Here he awalted with the ferocity and impa-
tience of a bloodbound uutil the services were
over, and then, as the congregation had about
hall emerged into the open air, he fired his ear-
bine ioto the crowd. This shot falling to wonnd
any, bhe aganin piaced bis carbine to his shonlder,
and taking better alm, aguin fired. A shrick
followed the report, and a piercing ¢ry ranyg
out, “Good God, I'm shot!"

Consternation now took pogsession of the
crowd, for the gecond shot had conviuced them
that it was a deliberate attack made upon them.
Some ran into sbe church and owhers. more un-
dounted, gathered around the wounded maun o
offer nseistance, But no sooner were they
gathered around the prostrate mau than a
third and a fourth shot were fired by the con-
ceanled npsasein, and this time Copelind was
thot.  Again the erowd wavered, some fell back
iuto the church, while others sought sufely by a
rapid retreat elsewhere,

I'he demon eecing the crowd flylng, emptied
the chambers of one of his plstolg, and this
time wounded Mr, Busby and his wife. Tuls
seemed to satiefy bLis thirst for revenge, and he
made an attempt to escape, but he did not suc-
ceed, for that sume evening be was pursued and
hunted like a wild beast by the excited popu-
lnce. He was finally secored by the Marshal of
Lockland, and placed in duranee, but such i
the animosity exhibited by the friends of the
sufferers that it is feared he will he snmmarily
disposed of by a tribunal of his fellow-citizans,

tome of the parties shot are badly wounded,
and our joformant, Auditor La Rue, thinka
dangerously.

Buch a fiendich attempt at wholesale murder
has eeldom been made. Had the parties who
bad aroused his jealousy been singled out as his
vietims, the analysis of his fiendishness wonld
be clear, but to deliberately fire into a promis-
cuons crowd ig beyond comprebension, unless
he was Indifferent to who were the ohjects of
his wrath, and that murder by wholesale was all
be desired.

The Mnine Hond Robbery Uase—Nulcide of

The N. Y. Erpress of last evening says:—

About 11 o'clock Jast night, when the keepers
of the City Prison were making theiwr rounds,
and ipspecting cells to see il all was right, when
they came to that occupied by a Mr. B. 8.
Htevens they were norrified at finding him sus-
pended by the neck from the Loi\mul' his cell
door by means of a portion of the bed clothing.
He was immediately cut down and the physician
of the Tombs summoned, but all efforts to re-
etore animation falled. Captain John Stacom,
the warden of the City Prison, was at ouce sent
for, and on his arrival an examination of the
cell was wade, and the following note, written
in lead pencil, on both sides ol a soiled plece of
foolseap paper, was fonnd, addressed to Warden
Stacom.

Prison, New York — Dear 8ir: — Before another
morning dawps I shall have gona on that “joaruey

A GLASS GUILLOTINE.

A Man's Neek CUnt by n Pleee of Falllng Wia.
dew Plate—A Fenviul Demin,

The New Orleans Qommercial HBullefin of the
24 instant has the followiag particulars of an
accideut reported by telegraph: —

Yesterday about noon, a siugalar accident ne-
curred in front of the store o' Mr. Laureat Uter,
dealer In looking-glasses, ete,, in the Toure
bulldinge. Five or six workmen were engaged
Im Beting up & large glass plate in the frame
of the shew window, 1o replage a brokan one.

The plate belpg of unususl dimensious, ahout
eight feet by ten, the operatlon reqnired coa-
siderable care and no littde skul.

GDIIll.l of the English Parllament—The
UYueen's Mpeeeh.

Loxnox, Feb. 9.—Parliament reassembled to-
day. The following is the Queen's epeech de-
livered at the opening of the session: —

“Lords and Gentlemen:—At an epoch of such
moment to the future fortunes of Eurepe, [ am
especially desirous to avall mysell of your
countels, The war which broke out in the
month of July between France and Germany
has raged until within the last few days with
unremitting and likewise with unexampled
force, and its ravages may be renewed after
but & few days 1more, unless mode-
ration aund forethought, prevailing over
all impediments, shall sway the councils of both
parties, whose well being I8 so fatally con-
cerned. At the time when you separated, I
promised a constant attention to the subject
of neutral obligations, and I undertook to use
my best endeavors to prevent the enlargement
of the area of the war, and to contribute to the
restoration of an early and honorable peace.
In accordance with the first of these declara-
tions 1 have maintained the right and strictly
diecharged the dutles of neutrality.

“The sphere of the war has not been ex-
tended beyond the two countries originally
engaged. Cherishing with care the cordiality
of my relations with the belligerents, I have for-
bore from whatever might have been construed
as giatuitous or nnwarranted interference be-
tween the parties, neither of whom had shown a
readiness to propose terms of accommodation
such as to bear a promize of acceplance by the
other.

“] have been enabled on more than one ocea-
gion to contribute towards placing the repre-
sentatives of the two contendiog countries in
confidential communication, but until famine
compelied the surrender of Paris no further re-
sult had been obtained. The armisiice now
being employed for the convoecation of an assem-
bly in France has brought aboul a panse in the
constant accnmumulation on  both sides of
human suffering, and has rekindled the hope of
a complete accommodation. I pray that this
suspension may resull in & peace compatible for
the two greal and brave nations Involved, with
security and with honor, and likely therefore to
command the approval of Earope and to give
reasonable hopes of a long duration.”
